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NORMAL OPENS STRONG. 
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The thirty-fifth fall opening of 
the Louisiana State Normal School 
occurred on Sept. 9, 1919. The 
practice school opened on the 11th, 
following an institute of the teachers 
of Natchitoches Parish held in the 
Model School building. 

Many new faces are seen in the 
faculty and among the students. In 
appearance, the student body is no- 
ticeably more mature than hereto- 
fore. This is due to the fact that 
until this year some of the work in 
the Normal School has been of high 
school grade, whereas now all cours- 
es of the Normal department are &f 
collegiate grade. 

Accordingly, to enter the first 
term or lowest class today, the ap- 
plicant must be graduated from an 
approved Louisiana High School or 
possess other equivalent require- 
ments. 

The attendance in the Normal de- 
partment this summer is 411, and in 
the practice school about 500 mas 
ing a total of more than 900. In 
the matter of attendance perhaps the 
moct gratifying fact is found in the 
number of high school graduates 
who entered Normal for the first 
time at the beginning of this term 
This number is 162. Last summer 
the number was 134. This makes 
a total of 296 high school graduates 
who have entered the Normal in the 
last four months. It is estimated 
that nearly 200 under-graduates of 
the Normal School are now employ- 
ed in the public schools of Louisiana 
under War Emergency regulations. 

Another satisfactory feature of 
this past-war session is found in the 
increasing number of boys that are 
coming back to Normal. The school 
now has re-established its football 
team and expects to make a good 
record on the gridiron this fall. 

An indication of the upward trend 
of scholarship at the Normal is 
shown by the fact that the number 
of teachers holding College degrees 
is 27, which is the largest on record 
in the history of the school.
